And when he rides on trains the 
noise sounds in his ears like, “An- 
nette, Cecile, Emilie, Marie, Yvonne, 
Be careful. Watch your step.”

MALADY MORE PREVALENT 


Dr. Adler found the malady more 
prevalent in Detroit than in most 
cities. A newspaper here has ap- 
pointed a quintuplet editor and each 
day prints columns of opinions on 
whether or not the little sisters 
should he separated. 

At the close of the lecture yester- 
day the audience was informed that 
the doctor would answer any ques- 
tions. 

He sagged visibly on the plat- 
form-—the little man whose work in 
abnormal psychology — establishes 
him as one of the great people of 
this generation—when someone 
queried: “Do you think the quints 
should be separated?” 

Wearily, defensively, he replied:—

NAMING THE “BABY” 
It is félt that “Master Code” is too crude or 
plain a term to apply to the plan for regiment- 
ing the consumers and the merchants of the 


province. 

It is suggested the scheme would be less 
offensive to the public if it were rechristened 
“Just Ethics.” 

If the facts are taken into account a more 
appropriate designation would appear to be 
“just racket.” 

So far as disclosed the idea seems to be that 
the merchants will racketeer the consumers out 
of $10,000,000 a month, and then the Govern- 
ment will hi-jack the merchants for the swag, 
through a “turn-over tax.” 


EX PERIENCE FORBIDS 

A proposal that the Dominion Government 
take over and operate the chartered banks was 
rejected in the House of Commons without a 
division, Not members wanted the 
Government to embark in commercial bank- 
ing to make it worth while to record the line- 
up. 

The members generally were perhaps mind- 
ful of the experience the federal and provincial 
Governments have already had in the making 
of loans to private parties, and then trying to 
get the money back. 

Among them, the ten Governments have 
written off enough uncollectable loans, and 
have enough more on their books which will be 
written off in due course, to start a bank if they 
could only get in the money. 

Whatever should be the case, or may be the 
case elsewhere, the fact is that Governments in 
Canada have not proven to be good collectors 
of commercial loans; and what Governments 
do not collect their taxpayers must lose.

A WET CYCLE? 


Father Hubbard, the “glacier priest,” tells 


western farmers they need have no fear of 
drought during the next three years. 
His prediction is worth attention. It is not 


the babbling of a crystal gazer, but the judg- 
ment of a trained and world-famous meteorolo- 
gist. It is based on long observation, study, 
and clear-headed reasoning. 

It is coming to be accepted that the weather 
of the prairie country is made in and around 
the Aleutian Islands. That is where the storms 
are born, and where the high and low pressure 
waves start from. Perhaps because that is 
where the warm Japanese current comes into 
contact with the cold air and water flowing 
down through the Behring Straits. 

On that assumption, and on the assumption 
that rain and drought move in a cycle corre- 
sponding to the astronomical cycle of 13 years, 
the Father bases his forecast for a plentiful 
supply of moisture for prairie crops during the 
three following summers, Here's hoping. 


KDMONTON’S FINANCES 

Comptroller Hodgson finds that Edmonton 
has the largest debt per head of population of 
the five large western cities, $21.12; against 
$9.55 for Regina, $8.58 for Saskatoon, $8.10 for 
Calgary, and $3.32 for Winnipeg. 

Moreover, Edmonton has to provide $1,724,- 
000 per year as debt charges, against Winnipeg's 
$742,000, and Calgary's $700,000, 

Edmonton, the Comptroller says, is only able 
to carry this load because its utilities turn in 
profits of about $900,000 per year. Without those 
profits, default would be inevitable, would 
probably have occurred long ago. 

For taxation purposes the situation is fur- 
ther complicated because Edmonton's assess- 
ment has been sharply reduced, which auto- 
matically boosts the mill-rate if all obligations 
are to be met as we go. 

Experience has shown that by no manipula- 
tion of the mill-rate it possible at present 
to take out of the taxpayers the whole amount 
necessary to meet these obligations year by 
year. That may as well be accepted as a 
demonstrated though unwelcome fact, and cal- 
culations made accordingly. Council cannot 
collect any more than the taxpayers can pay, 
which is somewhat less than past councils have 
been asking them to pay. 

The one thing to do now is strike a mill rate 
of say 53 mills provisionally, capitalize sinking 
fund charges and relief expenditure, push for a 
refunding of the city’s debt, and hope that a 
period of better times will enable the city to 
“pull up the slack.”

WHERE TO START 

Good news for the home-owner, none the 
less welcome because news of that kind is not 
plentiful or frequent in these days of retarded 
recovery. 

The House of Commons, on motion of Dr. 
Deslauriers, member for St. Mary-Montreal, 
agreed that a study should be made of the con- 
ditions surrounding the small property-owners 
and home-owners in the cities and towns. 

Creation of a committee or commission to 
make the study will be arranged later. Mean- 
time it is altogether hopeful, from the naticnal, 
as well as the individual stand-point, that par- 
liament has recognized the need and decided to 
do something about it. 

The owner of a small home or a small busi- 
ness building in the urban centre has been in a 
peculiar sense the “forgotten man” in the years 
of vanishing values. In thousands of cases his 
property has been taken from him through no 
fault or neglect. of his own whatever. The large 
property owner could make his troubles known, 
and perhaps effect a compromise with the 
mortgage-holder or the city. The small owner 
was less able to take care of himself, and suf- 
fered accordingly. 

_ Properly this is a matter the municipal coun- 
cil and the provincial legislature should deal 
with. But the conditions which have ruined 
the home-owner were not the making of council 
or legislature and could not be controlled by 
them. Parliament could have checked deflation 
and lessened unemployment, but did not. It js 
fitting that parliament should survey the 
damage it did not try to prevent. 

Parliament could find no better way to ap- 
proach the whole problem of national restora- 
tion—and the related problem of setting up 
safe-guards against another tidal wave of 
economic disintegration—than by asking itself 
the simple question: What has happened to the 
Canadian home, the greatest of all our national 
institutions, and why?

We in Canada, from our schooldays, have 
been accustomed to group China and Japan toe 
gether in a phrase. But there is no similarity 
between the two peoples once one gets beneath 
the skin. The Japanese are more akin in tem- 
perament to the Malays, from whom they are 
believed to have sprung over six centuries be- 
fore Christ. ‘The young Emperor Hirohito 
traces his ancestry back to the sun-god whose 
ball of fire on a white ground constitutes the 
flag of Japan. No other monarch can trace his 
dynasty to such remote crigin. None is the ob- 
ject of such worship. No human hand may 
touch him; no human eye gaze down upon him. 
Nae in the new sky-scraper era of modern 

‘okyo, blinds must be drawn and workmen 
descend from scaffolds when he passes by. 

It is just over eighty years ago since under 
the implied threat of Admiral Perry’s warships, 
Japan opened her doors to trade with United 
States and the western world. When one sur- 
veys her present military and naval might and 
reflects upon her insistence and her capacity 
for disturbing the peace of the world, one can- 
not but regret that Perry ever made his visit 
even though it has led to a flood of cheap 
cottons, cheap silks, cheap toys, cheap engines 
and bottled Pilsener beer (made in Japan) laid 
down in Germany for less than the German 
bottler can buy empty bottles. 

Edmontonians with a taste for reading will 
find in the Public Library a fascinating bock 
published for private circulation by the Oregon 
(or Washington) Historical Association about 
the life of Ranald Macdonald. Ranald passed 
under the site of our High Level bridge 102 
years ago as a youngster of 12, paddling down 
the Saskatchewan on his way to school. His 
home was on the bend of the Columbia river 
and the nearest school was in the Red river 
settlement in Manitoba. 

When he grew to young manhood, Ranald, 
whose father was a Hudson Bay factor and his 
mother from a tribe of coast Indians, felt an 
urge to visit the forbidden kingdom of Japan, 
whose doors were closed to foreigners. To 
carry out his plan he shipped on a whaler end 
forfeited his share of a rich cargo to be mar- 
ooned ina small boat just out of sight of one 
of the large islands of Japan. Sailing within 
sight of a fishing village, he capsized his boat, 
and was accepted as a shipwrecked mariner by 
the Japanese. 

Later he was taken in a bampboo cage to the 
capital, given kindly treatment as a prisoner, 
taught English to two Japanese scholars and in 
turn compiled the first Japanese vocabulary in 
English. Before he was shipped out of Japan on 
an American whaler that called for a ship- 
wrecked crew, he saw enough to give a delight- 
ful picture of ancient, happy Japan. 


I saw another picture of Japanese character 
a few years ago. A Japanese fleet visited Van- 
couver. The captain of a fish carrier I owned, 
who had pilot's papers—Capt. Ben Jorgenson 
—was selected to pilot the leading Japanese 
battleship through the Narrows. I went out to 
meet them on my little cruiser, “Tinker Bell.” 
The sight of the entire Japanese fishing fleet off 
the Sandheads all breaking out with the sun- 
flag of Japan at the approach of the fleet was 
not lost on Canadian spectators. 

Later on I met Admiral YamaS8hita and 
many of his officers. The Admiral was kind 
enough to take me into his private quarters 
and show me the Shinto shrine at which he 
worshipped, after we had first taken saki to- 
gether. 

A night or two later I accompanied the ad- 
miral and his staff to a dinner given in their 
honor at the Point Grey Country Club by the 
British naval and reserve officers’ club, It was 
a lovely affair. The main room in which the 
dinner was held is in brown oiled timber, with 
rafters and groins and roof boards exposed. 
The housekeeper and her helpers had exceeded 
themselves for the occasion. It was early spring, 
and they had collected enormous quantities of 
pussy-willow branches. To these they had at- 
tached great masses of imitation cherry-blos- 
som made from art papers, By the time they 
had finished the decorations, the interior of the 
place was a veritable bower of cherry-blossom. 

I was alongside Admiral Yamashita as he 
entered. He drew himself up at sight of the 
place festooned with the national flower of 
Japan, as if shot, and burst into tears. Among 
his officers there was hardly a dry eye. The 
beautiful compliment touched their emotions. 

To the Japanese soldier or sailor, the cherry- 
blossom has a special significance, that is part 
of its tragic beauty. It does not fade away. It 
expires in the moment of its fullest beauty. It 
fits in with'the Japanese ideal of sacrifice for 
the Emperor.

Backache 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Certainly, backache is a very common 
symptom from which many people are suffeving. 
The number of patients consulting doctors for 
the relief of backache is unbelievably large. 
This distressing symptom has a variety of 
causes, among which the following are the 
most important: 

1. Spinal lesions. There 
are various forms of back- 
ache caused by lesions of the 
spine. These lesions have 
been caused in some cases by 
accidents, faulty postures 
assumed in certain occupa- 
tions, or relaxation of the 
muscles attached to the spine. 
Spinal lesions are sublaxed 
or partially dislocated verte- 
brae which have been pushed

out of position or have slipped out of place be- 


cause of muscular weakness. Backache from 
spinal lesions may occur at any part of the 
spine, and will also affect various organs by an 
irritation or inhibition of the nerves issuing 
from the sublaxed vertebrae. 

2. Misplacement of the uterus. In women, 
misplacement of this organ will produce a per- 
sistent dragging-down ache in the lower back 
because of the fact that the uterus is pulling 
upon ligaments which are attached to the spine. 


3. Lumbago. 

4. Bladder irritation. Inflammation or irri- 
tation of the bladder is a constant source of dis- 
tress in the lower back and a chronic irritation 
of the bladder may produce more distress in 
the back than in the bladder itself. 

5. Kidney stones. These stones may induce 
a sharp, colicky pain on either side slightly to- 
ward the back. 

6. Occupational strains. An ache in the 
upper back is sometimes produced by occupa- 
tional strains, such as those occurring in sew- 
ing, or in any type of work which encourages 
a leaning over position of the upper half of the 
body. If your work is done sitting down and 
is of the type which favors leaning over, try to 
bend from the hips, keeping the upper back 
straight. 

7. Muscular weakness. Backache may result 
simply from general weakness of the back 
muscles which have not been sufficiently exer- 
cised. 

8. Arthritis of the spine. It is true that the 
patient may easily mistake the pain caused 
from arthritis of the spine with sciatica, lum- 
bago, sacro-iliac slip, etc. In a large percentage 
of the cases, which are believed to be due to 
other causes, a careful examination will show 
that the ache is really produced by arthritis. 

9. A sacro-iliac slip will produce a charac- 
teristic distress through the lower back. The 
lesion may occur on either side and will be 
located in the sacro-iliac region. 

Judging from the variety of causes capable 
of producing backache, it becomes readily 
apparent that treatment will vary according to 
the cause. You may be sure that when the 
cause is entirely removed, the backache will 
disappear and will not return.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
QUESTION: Mr. Kent I. writes: “Will you 


explain to me how high blood pressure affects 


the eyes?” 

ANSWER: Eye changes are not seen in every 
case of hypertension or high blood pressure; 
however, certain eye disturbances are fairly 
common. The eye symptoms depend upon the 
interference with the blood supply resulting 
from the abnormal changes in the small arteries 
of the eye which changes may accompany high 
blood pressure. The retina fails to receive a 
normal blood circulation and such symptoms 
as blurring of the vision and haziness may then 
become noticeable. When the arteries of the 
eyes are diseased, they commonly become nar- 
rowed, thickened and tortuous. If one of the 
arteries is ruptured or bursts, retinal hemorr- 
hage is the result. 

QUESTION: Dick writes: “I have been 
troubled by soft growths which form in the 
nose. The doctor says the best thing to do is to 
have them cut out.” 

ANSWER: You are probably troubled by 
polypi. A polypus is a soft tumor, springing 
from the mucous membrane which lines the 
nose. When a number form in the back of the 
nose they may cause difficult breathing, a 
sensation as though the nose is stopped up, and 
an impairment of the sense of smell. The larger 
growtns may require surgical removal. Hcow- 
ever, removal is comparatively simple and is 
not dangerous. It is best that you follow the 
instructions outlined by your doctor. I have 
a separate article on the subject of Polypi 
which I will be glad to send you if you wish 
additiona] information.

HOW RELICS DISCOVERED 

The firearms which consist of a 
silver mounted buffalo gun used by 
John Macdonald of Garth in the 
North West Territory from 1792 to 
1815 and duelling pistols used by 
his friend Duncan McGillvary prior 
to 1806 in the north west are at 
present the property of the Mont- 
real descendant and unless they are 
purchased by some Edmonton resi- 
dent will become part of the col- 
lection of the McCord Museum, 


Montreal. 

The story behind the firearms 
and how Professor Corbett learned 
that they are at present in Mont- 
real can best be told in Professor 
Corbett's own words: 

“About three years ago I de- 
livered an address over the Cana- 
dian Radio Commission on John 
Macdonald of Garth and the part 
he played as a fur trader and ad- 
venturer in the north west. Shortly 
afterwards I receive? a letter from 
A. de Lery Macdonaia vf Montreal, 
who happened to hear the address 
IT had given. He informed me that 
he was a grandson of the early ad- 
venturer and that he had many 
relics which would be of interest to 
Edmonton people. When I was in® 
Montreal, sometime iater, I cailed 
on him at his home in Dorchester 
Street and found his home a per- 
fect museum of priceless manug 
scripts, letters, guns, furniture, 
books and pictures, most of which 
had been in the North West during 
the early days of the fur trade. 


A COLORFUL CAREER 


“A great deal df the documentary 
material is of value to the historian | 


McCord Museum, Montreal. A few 
days ago I received photographs ot 
the duelling pistols used by Duncan | 
McGillvary in the North West prior 
to 1806 and the silver mounted 
buffalo gun used by Macdonald of 
Garth during the early days before 
1815. Macdonald shot from his left 
shoulder as his right arm was de- 
formed, Proof of this fact can be 
scen by carefully examining the} 
buffalo gun which hes the hammer 
and the lock on the left hand side 
instead of the right. 

“Macdonald of Garth had a colors 
ful career, He spent the years 1792- 
1815 in the North West, mostly 
around Edmonton, as a representa- 
live of the North West Fur Trading 
Company. As a young man he came 
from Scotland and after enlisting 
with the North West Company of 
Montreal was immediately sent to 
posts along the North Saskat- 
chewan. 

“The Indians called him Bras 
Croche because of his deformed 
right arm. Macdonald made quite 
a name for himself by announcing

| lowing statement: 


that he was descended from the 
Lords of the Isles and that his an- 
cestors had an ark on Lock Lomond 
before Noah was ever heard of, 
into which was gathered the fairest 
and bravest of Scotland, which ace 
counted for the superiority of the 
Macdonalds since that time, he 
claimed. 


LONG WAY ROUND 
“One of his most remarkable 
feats was accomplished in 1812. 


That year he left Edmonton and 
went home to Scotland for a holi- 
day. While he wes in London he 
received word from Simon Mc- 
Tavish, head of the North West 
Company telling him that the com- 
pany had decided to take Fort As- 
toria frem John Jacob Astor at the 
mouth of the Columbia River. Mac- 
donald was ordered to take the 
Fur Trading Company's ship, The 
Issac Todd, which was then at 
Southampton, proceed around Cape 
Horn and up the Pacific Coast to 
the mouth of the Columbia River. 
“Here he was to be met by a 
group of partners who would have 
proceeded overland from Edmon- 
ton by way of the Athabasca Pass 
and together they would drive John 
Jacob Astor off the Pacific Coast 
“This was accomplished and Mac- 
donald of Garth returned to Ed- 
monton by way of the Columbia 
River and Athabasca Pass. Probe

“Early Women of Western) 
Canada” was Mr. Corbett's subject 
Probably nowhere in the world 
have men owed so much to womer 
as in western Canada, not only in| 
money, but spiritually and moral- 
ly. The old-timers of today are 
first to admit their debt to women 
On the other hand, the real old- 
timers, the fur-traders who roamed 
over this country one hundred | 
years before the settlers arrived, | 
were singularly reticent about their | 
women, One would like to know} 
something about that silent, dark- | 
skinned Chipewyan woman whe) 
was the natural wife of Alexander 
Mackenzie, and who was the 
mother of the boy, Andrew Mac- 
kenzie, who died at Fort Vermilion | 
on March Ist, 1809 


EXPLORER TAKES 
FAITHFUL BRIDE 


The speaker told of David 
Thompson's wife, Charlct.e Small, 
half-breed girl born at Isle a la 
Crosse on Sepiember Ist, 1785, 


daughter of Patrick Small, one of | 
the earliest traders on the Chur- 
chill river, David Thompson mar- 
ried Charlotte Small at Isle a la 
Crosse on June 10th, 1799. She was 
14 years of age. From that time on 
she was his constant companion 
and five of their thirteen children | 
were born in Western Canada: | 
Fanny, at Rocky Mountain House, | 
June 10th, 1801; Samuel, at Peace 
River Forks, March 5th, 1804; 
Emma at Reed Lake House, March, 
1806; John, at Boggy Hall, about 
150 miles west of Edmonton, on the 
Saskatchewan, August 25th, 1808; 
and Joshua, born March 28, 1811, at 
Fort Augustus. The other eight 
children were born after Thompson 
settled in eastern Canada where he 
died in poverty, completely des- 
titute, in 1857. His faithful wife | 
died three months later. Until 1927 


they lay in unmarked graves on 
Mount Royal. That year a monu- | 
ment was erected 


to mark their) 
last resting place. | 


Mr. Corbett recalled that Daniel | 
William Harmon, a trader in the | 
employ of the North-West Fur-| 
trading Company from 1800 to 1819, | 
married a half-breed girl, of whom | 
he makes only one mention in his | 
long Journal. There he notes in | 
pious manner the births of his 14 
children. | 

From time to time, the speaker | 
said, one noticed a discussion in the | 
newspapers concerning the first all- 
white women ‘n Alberta. Undoubt- 
edly the first white woman to see} 
the plains of western Canada was | 
Marie Gaboury who came to Red | 
River in 1807, and later as far | 
west as Edmonton 

One of the first women to travel | 
to where Edmenton now stands | 
wes Marie Ann Lagimoniere, al 
young French-Canadian who made | 
the trip from her home by canoe, | 
arriving at Red River in 1807. One} 
of her daughters was the mother of | 
Louis Riel. Among other experi- 
ences she had the unique one of 
having her child kidnapped by an 
Indian mother who considered that 
she could give her own in fair ex- 
chenge, 

li is unfortunate that we know 
“0 |'ttle about the women of the| 
Selkirk settlers; of such white | 
women as the wife of Factor Row- 
and, who with her husband made | 
old Fort Edmonton famous for its 
hospitality during the early years 
of the last century, 

But no record of the women of 
western Canada would be complete 
without some reference to that 
noble group of women, the Grey 
Nuns who arrived at Fort Garry 
in 1844, and at Fort Resolution in 
1867, Mr. Corbett concluded hi: 
talk with the story of Jenny Barnes 
who may have been the first Eng- | 
lish woman on the Pacific coast

Vivid Picture 
Memel Crisis | 


Into the dining salon of the Hotel 
Victoria in Memel, Lithuania, where 
representatives from every country 
in Europe, Great Britain and the 
United States sat at dinner, stalked 
a young officer. “A Gérman”.. . 
the word rose in a whisper, for 
these ambassadors of the world 
were assembled on September 29, 
1935, to witness a world crisis in 
the drama of peace and war, and 
every eye turned upon the young 
officer as he stood at table, then 
bowed with stiff military precision 
to the Lithuanian officials seated 
nearby. “It was not the bow of 
friendly greeting, but of a duelist 
before he draws sword.” Mr. H. G. 
Scott, of Calgary, who was present 
at one of the most tense moments 
in the history of diplomatic rela- 
tions in Europe, told the Women's 
Canadian Club at luncheon in the 
Macdonald hotel, when he address- 
ed them Friday on the European 
crisis. 

Tn a lecture tense with the drama 
of pending climax, Mr. Scott gave 
the most concise account and gra- 
phic picture of the situation at the 
moment, that. has been heard here 
for long. His talk was based upon 
personal observations of the Euro- 
pean situation made during his visit 
to the continent last summer. The 
lecture wss not so much alarming 
as coldly analytical. His audience 
accorded him the perfectly breath- 
less attention which is a compli- 
ment which few speakers realize. 


BALTIC KEY TO EUROPE 


Memel, port city of Lithuania, 
and key city for pending German 
attack, east, was the centre of the 
drama.

Unless declarer is guided by oppos- 
ing bidding, or until there has been 
an opportunity to count opposing dis- 
tributions, the best method of trying 
to trap important missing honors is 
wholly a mathematical problem, the 
probable answer to which is deter- 
mined by probabilities. Uniess play- 
ers have in mind the most common 


probabilities, proper play of numerous 
holdings must remain mysteries to 
them. A considerable proportion of 
players also are handicapped by com- 
mon tions of ancient origin 
‘We will refer to some of these stupid 
notions first. 

One of the most common supersti- 
tions is that a void suit or a singleton 
in one hand probably is duplicated by 
a similar voidness in another hand,, 
and that the one singleton indicates 
another singicton in the same deal 
On its face the belief is so absurd 
that 1 cannot imagine anyone taking 
it seriously, How can what one player 
holds influence the holdings of an- 
other player in another suit? Of 
course the folly of such a belief is 
simple to disprove, and has been so 
disproven in the past, and doubtless 
many times. 

Another equally silly, perhaps, 
even sillier superstition exists. This 
belief is that when declarer and dum- 
my hold a specified number of a suit 
(for example 9), that the probable di- 
vision between defenders of the miss- 
ing cards of that suit (for example 4) 
depends upon how the number held 
by the declaring side is divided be- 
tween declarer and dummy. To one 
possessing the least notion of card 
probabilities it is most amazing to be 
told by a seasoned player that he went 
for the drop of the Q, with 3 other 
ecards of the suit missing, simply be- 
cause he hald 5 and dummy held 4 
Had he held 6 and dummy 3 he states 
that he would have finessed. 

Unless, and until, players are ready 
and willing to abandon such barbaric 
notions it is rather useless to attempt 
teaching facts concerning card prob- 
abilities, and proper play based there- 
on. 

A frequent event is to miss 4 cards 
of a suit, including the Q, and to try 
to capture the missing high honor 
Should leads of the Ace and K be 
made, to attempt dropping the @, or 
should declarer try to trap the Q by 
finessing? The probabilities are as 
given here. The 4 missing cards will! 
be divided 3-1 498 times in 1000. They 
will be held 2-2 407 times and 4-0 95 
times. When the division of the miss- 
ing cards is 3-1, of course the odds are 
3 to 1 that the Q will not be the 
singleton. It will make no difference 
#4 times in 100 whether declarer goes 
for the drop or finesses. When it does 
make a difference which method he 
employes 23 times it will be better 
to take a finesse on the first round 
and 33 times it will be better to go 
for the drop. If declarer will play 
one of his high honors first, the 
chances of success through going for 
the drop and finessing on the second 
round are as follows: 30 in 100 in favor 
of the finesse and only 26 in 100 in 
favor of going for the drop. There still 
will be the 44 times in 100 when it 
makes no difference which method 
declarer employs.

Proteins 


By MARY E. DAGUE 

For a family of two, one pound of 
haddock fillets will provide protein 
for three meals. So will one pound 
of any variety of fish free from 
bones, for that matier, but haddock 
is especially good, inexpensive and 
generally avail. 
able. 

A fresh water 
fish, in case you 
choose it, requires 
more sa)t in cook- 
ing than @ deep 
sea fish. 

The following 
recipes will serve 
two generously: 
FISH CHOWDER 

One-third a 
fish, 1 small slice 
= om 2 slices 
. onion, tatoes, 

Sister Mary 1% cups milk, iY 
teaspoon salt, % teaspoon pepper. 

Cook fish and potatoes in boiling 
water until tender. Keep water at 
boiling point but do not let boil 
hard. Try out salt pork in a sauce 
pan. Remove pork and add slices 
of onion. Cook over a low fire un- 
til a golden brown. Remove onion. 
Add fish separated in flakes and po- 
tatoes cut in dice, as well as the 
water in which they were cooked. 
Bring to the boiling point and ad@ 
milk, Season with salt and pepper 
and bring to the boiling point. Serve 
with common round crackers, 

After the milk is added to the 
chowder, the mixture can be boiled 
two minutes and then set aside to 
reheat for serving. Chowder has a 
better flavor if allowed ‘o stand 
several hours, so if you want to 
make it early in the morning end 
reheat it at the last minute for the 
evening meal, the digh will be all 
the better. 

One-third pound fish, 1 very small 
caion chopped, 2 mushrooms, % cup 
white wine (optional but good), 1 
tablespoon butter, salt and pepper. 

Peel and chop mushrooms. Put 
fish in a shallow baking dish, dot 
with butter and sprinkle with onion 
and mushrooms. If wine isn't used, 
add 4 tablespoons lemon juice and 
4 tablespoons water. Bake in a hot 
oven (425 degrees F.) for 18 min- 
utes, basting frequently. Serve 
garnished with slices of tomatocs, 
wedges of lemon and potato marbles 
rolled in parsley butter. 


FISH AU GRATIN 


One-third pound fish, 1% table- 
spoons butter, 1% tablespoons flour, 
% cup milk, % teaspoon salt, % tea 
spoon pepper, 1-3 cup buttered 
bread crumbs. 

Cook fish in boiling water until 
tender. Separate into flakes. Mell 
butter in sauce pan. Add flour and 
cook and stir until bubbling. Add 
milk slowly, stirring constantly, 
Bring to the boiling point and add 
salt and pepper and prepared fish. 
Turn into a well buttered baking 
dish, cover with crumbs and bake 
in a hot oven until the crumbs are 
brown, 

Serve with macaroni baked in to- 
mato sauce, 10-minute cabbage and 
kidney bean salad. Dried apricot 
pandowdy is a good economical 
dessert. 

Soak apricots five or six hours 
before stewing and then cook very 
slowly until the fruit is tender but 
not broken or mushy. It won't take 
more than 20 minutes, Line a shal- 
low baking dish with perfect halves, 
sprinkle with sugar and cover with 
baking powder biscuit dough. Bake 
25 minutes in a moderately hot oven 
(375 degrees F.) and serve warm 
with sugar and cream.

London Interview Specially 
Surprising in View of 
Fact Maj. Douglas Ex-

Statement by Major Clifford H. 
Douglas, under a two-year con- 
tract as “principal reconstruction 
adviser” to the Alberta govern.

many other Albertans as well. 
Major Douglas's statement was

HAVE NO CONTRACT 

The London interview quoted 
Major Douglas as stating that “I 
have no contract and never have 
had a contract with the Alberta 
government to produce a Social 
Credit plan at any time. The words 
Social Credit do not appear in any 
contract which I have.”

wrestler. 

Later, after Adams had been taken 
to hospital, the doctor’s report to 
The Bulletin stated that badly torn 
ligaments of the back was prob- 
ably the injury, although there was 
a possibility that an X-ray examina- 
tion might reveal injuries to the 
vertebrae of the spinal column. 

In the other bouts of the card, 
Pat Mechan won over his burly 
New York opponent, Geo. “Wal- 
lace Beery” Romanoff, while 
Mickey McGuire took the verdict 
over Klem Kusek in the first 
headline. 

The Adams-Clingman tangle was 
a treat to watch. Both accomplish- 
ed grapplers, they fought in and 
out of practically every hold known 
in wrestling.

High and Gold Medal as 
First Award 


Displaying a high standard of 
&bility, and keen interest in current 
topics and world affairs, eight con- 
testants met in a verbal fray in Me- 
Kay Avenue school Friday evening 
on the occasion of the annual com- 
Petition for the Hugh A. Sharon 
public speaking trophy. The cup, 
donated by the late Dr. Edgar Allin, 
is awarded to the school, whose 
representative stands highest in the 
opinion of the speakers. 

Miss Kathleen Wark was success- 
ful in capturing the trophy for 
Strathcona High School and the 
gold medal as first award, for her- 
self. She spoke on “Some defects 
in our high school system, and sug- 
gested remedies.” 


REQUIRED TO “CRAM” 

The big defect she considered to 
be that students are required to 
“cram,” being required to study 
too many subjects in four years 
time. This means that they have 
not time to indulge their interests, 
nor to take part in any activity but 
academic work. Also, she said, the 
curriculum is not varied to absorb 
all the interests of students. She 
considered that the remedy would 
be to extend the high school course 
to five years, and allow time for 
such subjects as organized athletics, 
and other subjects such as dramatic 
arts, music and manual training. 
This, she claimed would also partly 
take care of the problem of vocas 
tional training. 

Cecil Young of Victoria High 
School annexed second place 
speaking on the question: “The Lea- 
gue—Has It Failed?” Mr, Young 
claimed that the League could not 
be said to have failed for it had 
not really been given a proper 
chance to function. I1 is, he stat- 
ed, excellent machinery for its pur- 
pose, but it has been unable to 
function efficiently in the Italo 
Ethiopian question because the 
very nations who were supposed to 
support it gave half-hearted sup- 
port to Mussolini because of their 
own selfish interests, 


MUST MAKE ADJUSTMENTS 


“If the League is really to funce 
tion efficiently,” he said, “economic 
adjustments must be made, so that 
nations will not pursue merely 
their own ¢elfish interests to the 
detriment of their neighbors.” 

Mr. Bruce Macdonald, of Gar- 
neau High School, was awarded 
third place and the bronze medal 
for his speech on “The Challenge 
of Youth”. “At the present time,” 
said Mr. Macdonald, “the outlook 
for youth is hopeless.
